And What Have You

Hamlin and Jones County came out 
in 
pretty 
good 
shape 
in 
the 
redistricting plan adopted by the 
state Legislative Redistricting Board 
last Friday. The new district will 
include a small part of Abilene, all of 
rural Taylor County plus Jones, 
Nolan, Mitchell and Fisher Counties. 
This plan is much better than the 
one that the House passed originally 
(but the courts threw out) because it 
does not split Jones County into two 
different districts. It also has the 
advantage of making the new district 
more of a rural district. 
The new district takes in the part of 
Abilene where Rep. Grant Jones lives 
and would make him the incumbent. 
However he is supposed to be looking 
at the senate race now that Abilene is 
in a new district without an in­ 
cumbent. 
Rep. Frank Calhoun, the other 
representative currently serving 
Jones County, would serve the district 
made up of the balance of Abilene. 
I have not looked at a big map of 
Abilene that shows the two new 
districts but the board pulled off a 
neat trick in making the new districts 
by splitting the line between where 
Calhoun and Jones live. This was a 
pretty good trick since they both live 
in the same neighborhood. 
I am still not sure how we came out 
in the state senate redistricting ap­ 
proved by the same committee. We 
are no longer in the district with 
Abilene, but are in the same district 
with Wichita Falls. 
I did notice right quick that Abilene 
was not too happy with the senate 
redistricting job since they will no 
longer dominate a rural district but 
instead were placed in a district with 
Waco. 


I saw in the paper the other day 
where they are going to try a new 
experiment in education in San An­ 
tonio. It seems they have worked out 
a test program where they will pay 
bonuses to teachers, 
pupils 
and 
parents for doing a better job of 
teaching and learning. 
It seems they are going to take two 
grade schools in San Antonio, conduct 
tests at both of them now and again at 
the end of the program and if the test 
school learns more than the other 
school does they are going to pay 
everybody a bonus. 
Thius sounds like one more of our 
give away programs to me. I like the 
idea of testing to see if the teachers 
are teaching and the students are 
learning but can not quite see giving a 
bonus for doing what is supposed to be 
done anyway. 
This is especially true of the part 
where the students and the parents 
will get paid if the students make 
good grades. We are having a hard 
enough time now just paying taxes to 
support the schools without coming 
up with more money to pay the 
students and their parents. 


With deer season just around the 
corner I thought that you deer hunters 
might like to see the following tips as 
prepared by Cong. Omar Burleson in 
his weekly newsletter: 
1. First you need a fast car — so you 
can get there early on the first day of 
the season — get the best place and 
save a chance of being shot at before 
you get in the brush. As a side benefit 
it saves the other guy some am­ 
munition. 
2. Be sure to shoot at anything that 
moves. If it’s not a deer, it might be 
your best friend. 
3. When you finally get your deer 
(maybe at 50 yards) be sure to pump 
a few more shots into the hams, 
backstrap and stomach.

The locker plant man would be 
disappointed if you brought in a clean 
deer with lungs removed. 
5. If you skin your deer, roll him 
around in the dirt real good and then 
wrap him in newspaper — (Sunday 
funnies are best because they stick

Citisons Wornod 
About Solicitors 
Without Permits 


Solicitors and peddlers have 
been appearing in Hamlin in 
greater numbers during the 
past few weeks, according to 
Police Chief Ed Wheat, and 
most of these are not acquiring 
permits to solicit in Hamlin as 
required by a local ordinance, 
he added. 
Citizens should ask to see the 
solicitor’s permit to show that 
he has registered with City Hall 
and is authorized to he selling in 
Hamlin. If he has no permit, the 
citizen should call the Police 
Department 
and 
give 
a 
description of the solicitor and 
license number of the vehicle, if 
possible. 
The soliciting and peddling 
ordinance also applies to the 
persons selling items as deaf 
mutes. 
Joe E. Felton, executive 
director of the Better Business 
Bureau in Abilene, Tuesday 
quoted the National Association 
of the Deaf’s advice against 
giving money to deaf mutes who 
solicit funds and pass out cards. 
“Usually they hand out small

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(October 26, 1928)

Southwestern Bell is out to 
stop 
people 
from 
using 
fraudulent telephone credit 
card numbers and fake phone 
numbers to make long distance 
calls without paying for them. 
“We’re making it more dif­ 
ficult for fraudulent 
long 
distance calls to be completed,” 
said Bud McCasland, manager 
for Southwestern Bell here, “lf 
a fraudulent call is completed, 
using a fake credit card number 
or phone number, we have new 
ways to detect, investigate and 
prosecute the person respon­ 
sible.” 
Highlights of the new plan 
include: 
-Changing of the credit card 
numbering system 
-Training of long distance 
operators to detect fraudulent 
calls when they are placed 
-Use of computers to spot 
fake credit card numbers and 
phone numbers when long 
distance calls are billed. 
Most fraudulent calling in­ 
volves illegal charging of calls 
to Bell System credit card 
numbers. 
“But under our new system,” 
McCasland said, “If a person in 


Hamlin makes a call using a 
non-existent credit card and the 
operator doesn’t catch it, 
we 
can still spot it through daily 
processing of toll message 
tickets. This means quick 
identification-maybe in 24 to 48 
hours. It’s virtually impossible 
to escape detection after that. 
We can identify who made the 
call with just one call.” 
Use (rf an unauthorized or 
fictitious telephone credit card 
could violate both state and 
federal 
law. 
Maximum 
penalties range from a $1,000 
fine and IO years in prison if 
convicted of a felony under 
Texas law to a $10,000 fine and 
five years in prison for felony 
conviction under federal law. 
“There are good reasons for 
the stiff penalties,” McCasland 
said. “The Bell System may 
lose $34 million to toll fraud this 
year. In the five states South­ 
western Bell serves, toll fraud 
losses may top $3 million.” 


When a person makes a 
fraudulent call, “we’ll be right 
there to stop him next tim e- 
either face to face or in a court 
of law,” McCasland said.

And What Have You

Hamlin and Jones County came out 
in 
pretty 
good 
shape 
in 
the 
redistricting plan adopted by the 
state Legislative Redistricting Board 
last Friday. The new district will 
include a small part of Abilene, all of 
rural Taylor County plus Jones, 
Nolan, Mitchell and Fisher Counties. 
This plan is much better than the 
one that the House passed originally 
(but the courts threw out) because it 
does not split Jones County into two 
different districts. It also has the 
advantage of making the new district 
more of a rural district. 
The new district takes in the part of 
Abilene where Rep. Grant Jones lives 
and would make him the incumbent. 
However he is supposed to be looking 
at the senate race now that Abilene is 
in a new district without an in­ 
cumbent. 
Rep. Frank Calhoun, the other 
representative currently serving 
Jones County, would serve the district 
made up of the balance of Abilene. 
I have not looked at a big map of 
Abilene that shows the two new 
districts but the board pulled off a 
neat trick in making the new districts 
by splitting the line between where 
Calhoun and Jones live. This was a 
pretty good trick since they both live 
in the same neighborhood. 
I am still not sure how we came out 
in the state senate redistricting ap­ 
proved by the same committee. We 
are no longer in the district with 
Abilene, but are in the same district 
with Wichita Falls. 
I did notice right quick that Abilene 
was not too happy with the senate 
redistricting job since they will no 
longer dominate a rural district but 
instead were placed in a district with 
Waco. 


I saw in the paper the other day 
where they are going to try a new 
experiment in education in San An­ 
tonio. It seems they have worked out 
a test program where they will pay 
bonuses to teachers, 
pupils 
and 
parents for doing a better job of 
teaching and learning. 
It seems they are going to take two 
grade schools in San Antonio, conduct 
tests at both of them now and again at 
the end of the program and if the test 
school learns more than the other 
school does they are going to pay 
everybody a bonus. 
Thius sounds like one more of our 
give away programs to me. I like the 
idea of testing to see if the teachers 
are teaching and the students are 
learning but can not quite see giving a 
bonus for doing what is supposed to be 
done anyway. 
This is especially true of the part 
where the students and the parents 
will get paid if the students make 
good grades. We are having a hard 
enough time now just paying taxes to 
support the schools without coming 
up with more money to pay the 
students and their parents. 


With deer season just around the 
corner I thought that you deer hunters 
might like to see the following tips as 
prepared by Cong. Omar Burleson in 
his weekly newsletter: 
1. First you need a fast car — so you 
can get there early on the first day of 
the season — get the best place and 
save a chance of being shot at before 
you get in the brush.

2. Be sure to shoot at anything that 
moves. If it’s not a deer, it might be 
your best friend. 
3. When you finally get your deer

deer with lungs removed. 
5. If you skin your deer, roll him

Citizens Warned 
About Solicitors 
Without Permits 


Solicitors and peddlers have 
been appearing in Hamlin in 
greater numbers during the 
past few weeks, according to 
Police Chief Ed Wheat, and 
most of these are not acquiring 
permits to solicit in Hamlin as 
required by a local ordinance, 
he added. 
Citizens should ask to see the 
solicitor’s permit to show that 
he has registered with City Hall 
and is authorized to be selling in 
Hamlin.

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(October 26, 1928)

You’ll 
have a wonderful time, and we’ll have 
a wonderful time counting our profits. 
Friendly rivalry is running full 
strength among the classes for the 
best stunt. The gum chewing and 
cracker teaing contest will also offer 
a great deal of amusement. 
The Hamlin telephone operators 
enjoyed a delicious luncheon Sunday, 
October twenty-first at the noon hour, 
in the rest room.

Lake and Park kodaking. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(October 26, 1951) 


Hamlin almost got a soaking rain 
on Monday, for which long it had been 
hoping and evenpraying. 
Sunday night the distant horizons 
began to occasionally glint with 
lightning, and shortly after dawn 
Monday the skies released a few 
sprinkled drops that by noon had 
turned into a dismal drizzle.

Despite the lack of badly needed 
rains even the old-timers of the 
greater Hamlin area say that it is 
amazing how the crops continue to 
grow and withstand the strain of 
drought-like conditions. Pastures are 
not faring so well, however.

To Stop Fraudulent Calk 


Southwestern Bell is out to 
stop 
people 
from 
using 
fraudulent telephone credit 
card numbers and fake phone 
numbers to make long distance 
calls without paying for them. 
“We’re making it more dif­ 
ficult 
for 
fraudulent 
long 
distance calls to be completed,” 
said Bud McCasland, manager 
for Southwestern Bell here. “If 
a fraudulent call is completed, 
using a fake credit card number 
or phone number, we have new 
ways to detect, investigate and 
prosecute the person respon­ 
sible.” 
Highlights of the new plan 
include: 
-Changing of the credit card 
numbering system 
Training of long distance 
operators to detect fraudulent 
calls when they are placed 
-Use of computers to spot 
fake credit card numbers and 
phone num bers when long 
distance calls are billed 
Most fraudulent calling in­ 
volves illegal charging of calls 
to Bell System credit card 
numbers. 
“But under our new system,” 
McCasland said. “If a person in 


Hamlin makes a call using a 
non-existent credit card and the 
operator doesn’t catch it, 
we 
can still spot it through daily 
processing of toll m essage 
tickets. This m eans quick 
identification-maybe in 24 to 48 
hours. It’s virtually impossible 
to escape detection after that. 
We can identify who made the 
call with just one call.” 


Use of an unauthorized or 
fictitious telephone credit card 
could violate both state and 
federal 
law. 
Maximum 
penalties range from a $1,000 
fine and IO years in prison if 
convicted of a felony under 
Texas law to a $10,000 fine and 
five years in prison for felony 
conviction under federal law. 
“There are good reasons for 
the stiff penalties,” McCasland 
said. “The Bell System may 
lose $34 million to toll fraud this 
year. In the five states South­ 
western Bell serves, toll fraud 
losses may top $3 million.” 


When a person makes a 
fraudulent call, “we’ll be right 
there to stop him next time-- 
either face to face or in a court 
of law,” McCasland said.
